Cracking of Portiand Cement: Furnace Ash 
Concrete. 

A builder in a rural district reports :— 

A house built with monolithic walls, com. 
posed of a 6: 1 mixture of furnace ashes and 
Portland cement, developed cracks which ran 
from heads of ground floor windows to the 
sills of windows above, also from door heads 
to windows The had not 
extended or widened to any extent, 
and the inquirer wished to know whether 
extensions to the house by a similar method 
of construction would be satisfactory.

unsound materia!. The most useful paper 
from your point of view is Building Research 

Bulletin No. 5, “The Properties of Breeze 
and Clinker Aggregates and Methods of 
Testing Their Soundness.’’ Cracking of the 
kind you describe is a very common 
oceurrence in monolithic concrete walling, 
even with ballast axgregates. The cracks 
are due to the stresses set up by shrinkage 
of the conerete as it dries, and fracture 
usually takes place at the weakest section, 
where walls are pierced by openings. 
Cracks of this type are so common that in 
case -we should not apprehend any 
trouble of the serious nature which occurs 
where unsound materials are used. 

Effect of Creosote on Concrete. 

A highway authority reports :— 

That some trouble had been experienced 
with aluminons cement concrete on which 
creosted wood blocks were laid: He wished 
to know whether disintegration of the 
concrete could be ascribed to the action of 
creosote derived from the wood blocks. 

Reply :— 

That phenols or other tarry matter would 
have any effect on aluminous cement if 
already hardened, It is possible, however, if 
the setting of the concrete was delayed by 
cold weather, that tarrv water, ete., might 
further delay or inhibit setting. 

There is a possibility that a material such 
as creosote might adverselv affeet Portland 
cemeut concrete under certain circumstances : 
an authenticated account of a failure of 
this kind has been published in Germany. 

If you could obtain a sample of the con- 
crete in question we should be interested to 
examine it. 

Note.—It was subsequently established that 
there was evidence to show that the failure 
was hot due te the effects of creosote.

The shafts are to be gunited as they 
sunk, in order to seal the rock and 
strata and so prevent water seepage. One 
inch of plain gunite is to be used, this being 
a mixture of three parts sand to one of 
cement applic. by, a cement gun. The 
tunnel is to be lined, eventually, with con- 
crete, but the contractors state that their 
intention is to drive the tunnel straight 
through before applying the fining, as the 
rock will be sealed as the work progresses 
by guniting. The Toronto City surveyor 
requires that all rock shall be sealed within 
twenty-four hours of cutting. 

It was expected that gunite would be 
used for the lining for the tunnel, but the 
city authorities obtained alternative tenders 
for gunite and concrete, and, as the: lowest 
tender was for plain concrete work,. decided 
that concrete should be used. Jt was found 
that the cost of gunite througho t would be 
comparatively high, as gunite would require 
from two and a half to three times as much 
cement as the concrete. 

Naturally, the thinner skin of gunite that 
would have sufficed would have meant that 
it would not have been necessary to bore 
the tunnel of so large a diameter as when 
the concrete lining is used, but the con- 
tractors considered that a large ovesbreak 
would be utravoidable, and that for many 
reasons it would be desirable to line the 
work with corcrete Of course, in work ol 
this kind a large overbreak is desirable for 
construction reasons, as it permits of a 
greater freedo.1 of move nent in the tunnel. 
The character of the rock is such that, at 
places, it would have been impossible to 
avoid large pieces breaking away and form- 
ing cavities, which would have been costly 
to fill with gunite but which can be filled 
with concrete at far less expense.

STEEL ARCH.

The two halves of the huge 1,670-foot span 
of Sydney Harbour Bridge were closed some 
days earlier than was expected. Thus the 
most Important operation in the construction 
of the world’s heaviest steel arch has been 
completed after six years’ work, though thou- 
ands of tons of steel have still to be placed 
lg position 

Kach of the halves weighs about 14,000 
tons, but so carefully was the work planned 
em executed that. when the tension was 
taken off the cables supporting them, and the 
two lowered slghtly, they met 
exactly 

The building of this bridge is one of the 
greatest triumphs of British engineering, and 
has excited world-wide interest, for never 
before have engineers of any nation attempted 
to build an arch bridge of such dimensions, 
Entirely new principles entered into its ccn- 
struction 

The structure, which is to be completed 
next yer, is the strongest and most rigid 
long-span bridge in the world. Messrs. Dcr- 
inan, Long and Co., Ltd., were the I west 
and the success{ul tenderers at 4,317, 73t. A 
clause in the contract provided that incresses 
i” wage rates awarded by the Industral and 

\rbitratior Courts should be borne» by the 
State. These in the six years that have 
elapsed since the work was begun have added 
about £300,000 to the cost. In a ldition, the 
State Government has expended £2,200,0G0 on 
readways an‘! the like. During the work of 
construction only two men have been killed, 

With its five steel approach spans on ether 
side, the bridge will have a total length of 
steelwork of 3,770 feet. It is about 135 feet 
wide, and provides for four lines of electric 
railways, a roadway 56 feet between the kerbs 
(sufficient for six lines of vehicular traffic), 
and two footways, each 10 feet wide. It is 

estimated that at maximum capacity 168 
electric trains, 6,000 vehicles, and 40,000 
pedestrians wil! be able to cross the bruige 
hourly. 

The arch rises to a total height of 410 feet. 
The decking is 190 feet above mean sea level, 
giving a clearance of 170 feet at high water, 
sufficient for the safe passage of the largest 
seamers. [It has 355 feet greater headway than 
the Brooklyn, and 20 feet more than the 
Forth and Quebec bridges.

The 
mere pausing to cut and point the quill 
gave the writer a personal interest in his 
pen which the modern steel nibs and 
fountain-pens cannot give. 

Quills are now a thing of the pas*, and 
sone with them are the beautiful copper 
plates of our grandfathers, and gone the 
elaborate flourishes and ornate signatures, 
Penmanship has ceased to be an art, and 
soon writing may only be taught to enable 
people to sign their names to typewritten 
sheets.

A Cricket Crusade. 


Many people other than cricket 
thusiasts will follow the fortunes of the 
West Indian cricket tourists in Australia 
this winter.

West 
Indian teams have twice visited Tr land, 
and were defeated once—at College Park 
in 1928.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HELY- 
HUTCHINSON, O.B.E. 

We regret to announce the death, which 
took place on Tuesday, at his residence, Lissen 
Hall, Swords, Co. Dublin. of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Coote Robert Hely-Hutchinson, 
O.B.E. Son of the late Francis Henry Helv. 
Hutchinson, of the Royal Navy, Colonel Hely- 
Hutchinson was born in March. 1870. He 
was educated at Eton. In 1914 he married 
Julia. daughter of the late William Browne. 
Clayton, of Browne’s Hill, Carlow. by whom 
he had three sons, John, Michael and David.

I am 
prepared to declare that, in the event of the 
Geverrnments of the Empire deciding upon a 
definite forward policy of imperial economic 
co-operation, the Commonwealth Government 
will be ready to do its part.” 


NEW ZEALAND’S VIEWS. 


Mr. G. W. Forbes, Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, said :—'' So far as hes in our power 
it will be our endeavour at this Conference 
to join whole-heartedly im any movement 
which promises to bring the constituent parts 
of the Commonwealth into closer and more 
effective economic relations. It is our hope 
that. the Governments represented here will 
find it possible to divert their attention from 
status to co-operation,” 

SOUTH AFRICA AND TARIFF 
BENEFITS. 

General Hertzog, Prime Minister of South 
Africa, said that South Africa would wel. 
come an examination of the possibility of 
extending existing economic and trade rela- 
tions by the adoption of inter-Commonwealth 
Trade Agreements, providing for the exten- 
sion of reciprocal tariff benefits. on a fair 
and reasonable basis, and for periods 
sufficiently lengthy to create confidence and 
stability. ' 

Referring to the death of Lord Birkenhead, 
General Hertzog said: — “I think the 
Dominions—the Commonwealth as a whole, 
but especially the Dominions—will ever owe 
him the deepest debt of gratitude. Nobody 
who attended the 1926 Conference will ever 
forget the decisive manner in which, at a 
critical stage. he threw in his lot with 
Dominion independent freedom, and cham- 
pioned the cause of the Dominions.’’ 


FREE STATE’S ASPIRATIONS. 


Mr. P. MecGilligan. Minister for External 
Affairs of the Trish Free State, said that the 
Government oí the Irish Free State appre- 
ciated the seriousness of the grave economic 
aifficulties which beset the world and which 
had had ‘special and unfortunate impact 
upon some members of the Commonwealth, 
and they were most anxious to make a serious 
study of the existing situation and to aid 
in the elaboration of principles which should 
guide the members of the Commonwealth in 
their mutual economic agreements, 

‘‘T must not forget to remind you,' he went 
on, ' that there are things of a different 
order which we value, and always have 
valued, sincerely and passionately. For us 
the recognition of our position as a free and 
sovereign State comes before all other con- 
siderations. We desire to be able to devote 
ourselves entirely to the development of the 
prosperity of our people, and to co-operation 
with the other Governments of the Common- 
wealth in raising the level of human happi- 
ness in other countries. 

‘While certain elements of the old

Sir Richard Squires, Prime Minister of 
Newfoundland, said that the Newfoundland 
people were euthusiastically in favour of the 
development of inter-Empire trade. 


INDIA’S LOYALTY. 


The Maharajah of Bikaner, on behalf of 
the delegation of India, referred to the Indian 
constitutional problem, the settlement of 
which, he said, was of supreme urgency to 
the Empire. “We also owe it to our 
colleagues from the Dominions,’’ he said, *‘ to 
enlighten them on the question which I 
expect each one of them has asked himself 
during the last few months—‘ Does India 
wish to remain within the Commonwealth*’ 
My answer, in spite of all that has happened 
and is happening in India, is ‘ Yes.’ 

“The Fag and subjects of the Indian 
States. of course, retain their iovalty to the 
King-Emperor and attachment to the Empire 
undimmed, and the great bulk of the people 
of British India are; I venture to say, 
desirous at heart that their country shall 
occupv an honourahie place in the comity 
of nations that constitute the British Common- 
wealth.”

PROFESSOR HUXLEY’'S 
CRITICISM.

“A a 


Professor Julian Huxley criticised conven- 
tional religion in his Conway Memorial lec 
ture, delivered at Conway Hall, London, last 
night. Discussing ' Science, Religion and 
Human Nature,’ Professor Huxley said :— 
‘The nineteenth century has shown, or so 
many of us believe, that a whole spawn of 
monstrous ideas about religion—verbal] in- 
spiration, external damnation, magical efficacy 
of prayer. or formula or rite, miraculous inter- 
vention and the like—have no validity in 
themselves, and indeed are none of them 
vital to any true religion. 

" Religion, in the light of science, is seen 
not as a divine revelation, but as a function 
of human nature. It is a very peculiar and 
very complicated function of human nature, 
sometimes noble, sometimes hateful, some- 
times intensely valuable, sometimes a bar to 
individual or social progress. But it is no 
more and no less a function of human nature 
than fighting or falling in love, than iaw or 
literature 

“ The creeds, the words of every book of 
the Bible, the very fact of petitioning prayer, 


the Janguage of any and every hymnal—all

MR. J. H. THOMAS AND 
TRELAND. 


PRINCE ARTHUR OF 
CONNAUGHT’S HOPE. 
a 


Prince Arthur of Connaught last night pre- 
sided at the Guildhall banquet to the dele- 

ates attending the Imperial Conference. 

here was a.distinguished company to meet 
the delegates. 

In coe 0 the toast of “ His Majesty's 
Dominions Overseas and India,’’ Prince Arthur 
of Connaught asked the visitors to carry 
home to their people of all parties, classes, 
and creeds an expression of the abiding, un- 
alterable affection, good-will and sympathy 
felt towards them by the people at home. 

“To you;” he said, ' we owe the persist- 
ence of the ideal—however difficult it may be 
of practical attainment—of economic co-opera- 
tion, devoid, I would say emphatically, of all 
suspicion of economic subordination, between 
the self-governing communities of the Empire. 
For the people in this country, however, there 
are difficulties for which sufficient allowance 
is not always made, perhaps, overseas. Those 
difficulties arise out of the vastness of the 
Empire, the variety of its resources, and the 
varying aptitudes and characteristics of its 
constituent nations. 

NEED FOR CLOSER CONTACT: 

“Your people feel acutely the need of 
closer, more intimate, and more frequent con- 
tact with the moulders of public opinion in 
the British countries overseas. : 
growing thirst for accurate information, which 
is exemplified in the demand for authoritative 
addresses and broadcasting talks on Empire 
subjects. in the quest for films which shall 
represent worthily the great resources of the 
Dominions and the energy and enterprise of 
their peoples, and in the search for oppor. 
tunities, while our people are young, of first- 
hand acquaintance with the Dominions. 

“I confess that sometimes, for my part. I 
wish that a greater measure of co-ordination 
in the work of these Empire agencies were 
possible, and that their great and sincere 
vision of a mutual understanding and 
helpfulness as between all peoples of 
the Great British Commonyealth of 
Nations could secure embodiment and 
expression in some worthy building and 
all-embracing society here in the capital of 
the King’s Dominions. It is, indeed, a satis- 
faction to know that a great architect. who 
has expressed British ideals in South Africa 
and India with notable success, has been in 
consultation with one of our societies with a 
view to the achievement of the first of these 
aims in, 1 hope, the near future.”’ 

THE FAMILY ASPECT. 

Mr. G. W. Forbes, Prime Minister of New 
Zealand, replying to the toast, said that the 
importance of the Conference was fully recog 
nised in New Zealand. ‘‘In New Zealand,”’ 
he added, ‘‘ we have been rigorously applying 
scientific aids to production, and our output 
has increased remarkably; but what is the 
use of it if we cannot sell at profitable prices 
the increased yields’? ‘The markets of the 
outside world are closed to us by barriers, 
even if we sought to enter them. 
look more within our own family than we 
have done for mutual help. 
confident we shall do good work.’ 

Mr. Bennett, Prime Minister of Canada. 
said that in the Empire's 


secret of its greatness. “ From Canada.” he 


a steadfast purpose to see that to the extent 
of our ability you may count upon us to do 
our part im maintaining our Empire's great 
place among the peoples of the world.’’ 

THE BOND OF FREEDOM. 

met. ds AA 
Minister, said that there were people who 
wondered that the British Commonwealth of 
Nations had kept together. What was the 
secret’ The answer was that the greater the 
freedom among the nations, the closer were 
the ties of unity. The bonds of kinship were 
stronger than iron bonds, and if ; ny attempt 
were mode to make those bonds into bonds 
of iron there would be a danger of suapping 
them. It was many years’ since the British 
Commonwealth of Nations lad been so closely 
knit together as they were to-day. At this 
time of world-wide depression, when the 
economic probiems that confronted them were 
common to all, they were gathered togethe) 
in the hope that they would be able to do 
something that would unit: them, not only 
in bonds of friendship, but also 'n economik 
bonds. His message from Australia was a 
message of friendship and good-will, of hands 
across the sea, from the young nation to the 
motherlani. 

CO-OPERATION. 

General Hertzog spoke of the Common 
wealth co-operation as being the very life 
ot the Commonwealth itself. ‘Take away 
the co-operation. and what is left of the 
Commonwealth is nothing but un empty name 
It would serve a good end, therefore, if they 
were reminded that Commonwealth co-opera- 
tion would not live or thrive in an atmo 
sphere of suspicion. Prior to 1926, he said 
no good African Nationalist could be found 
willing, or would have been allowed, to ad. 
vance, or ip any way actively to support, 
Imperial co-operation. To-day I and othe 
Nationalisis stand forth as advocates o 
Commonwealth co-operation, and when we do 
so it is because of the great achievement ol

BACK TO CHINA. 


THE EMPIRE 285 SQUARE 
MILES SMALLER. 


After enjoying British rule for thirty-two 
years, the leased territory of Wei-Hai-Wei 
was yesterday formally handed back to 
China, and the British Empire is in conse 
quence some 285 square miles smaller than 
it was on Tuesday last. 

_ Under the arrangements made with China 
the British Navy will still be allowed to use 
the island of Liukungtao, part of the We1- 
Hai-Wei territory, as a sanatorium an 
summer resort. Furthermore, unless it ‘s 
decided to reserve Wei-Hai-Wei as a Chinese 
naval base, certain barracks, the recreation 
‘ground, golf course, and other lands and 
buildings there are to be leased to the 
British Government free of charge. 

China also agrees to maintain, as far as 
ossible, existing regulations, to recognise all 
British leases, and to exchange all land 
titles held by foreigners for Chinese deeds ol 
perpetual lease. 

On the other hand, the British Goveru 
ment presents to China all lands and build 
ings that are its property, and all works ana 
purchases 

Wei-Hai-Wei, which has -a population of 
180,000 people, has hitherto been used as a 
flying naval base, and as a dépót, exercising 
ground and = sanatorium for the Chima 
Squadron, which has been accustomed te 
assemble there during the hot summer 
months.

Party may be satisfied with the success 
of some of its leading members. These 
persons have made no secret of their 
intention to carry politics, of the most 
full-blooded kind, into civic affairs; and 
here is a real danger. In the main the 
constitutional councillors are supporters— 
some are members—of Mr. Cosgrave’s 
Party. They propose to eschew politics. 
in the City Hall, but their patience will 
be superhuman if they are able to sit 
silent under constant and flagrant assaults 
upon their party and principles. Yet, if 
and when they refuse to turn the cheek 
to the smiter, the new Corporation will 
begin to lapse into the old and discredited 
talking-shop. Those citizens who have any- 
thing to lose through municipal bungling 
will await developments with anxious 
interest. Some guarantee that the new 
Council will not be so bad as the old 
Council may be found in the facts that 
it is smaller, that a considerable propor- 
tion of the new membership is of excellent 
quality, and that the City Manager will 
have powers to check financial abuses. 


| Will the city be administered by the new 


Council so well, or half so well, as it has 
been administered during the last six years 
by the disbanded Commissioners? That 
is the main question, and, if we may 
judge the citizens’ views by their apathy 
at the elections, they have no high hopes 
in the matter. Their attitude seems to 
reflect the favourite remark of an English 
Prime Minister—‘‘ Why can’t you leave it 
alone?” Nevertheless, we know that the 
business members of the new City Council 
will do their best; and, if public opinion 
supports them, they may be able to turn 
a doubtful experiment into an unqualified 
success. 


America’s Crisis. 


The heterogeneous electorate of the 
United States must consider a wide variety 
of issues when the biennial elections to 
Congress take place in November, but one 
issue is prominent above all others. Two 
years ago, when President Hoover took 
office, the country was on the crest of a 
wave of prosperity, for which the sound, 
‘‘ business-like ’’ administration of the 
Republican Party received a share of 
credit not wholly deserved. Only a few 
months had passed before the wave broke, 
and with its breaking Republicanism has 
fallen favour. The Democratic 
Party is quick to seize its advantage. It 
has harassed the Administration sorely in 
regard to its conduct of foreign relations— 
in particular, of the London Naval Con- 
ference—and in regard to the enforcement 
of prohibition. Both of these questions 
will be made issues in the approaching 
elections, and it is highly probable that 
the new year will see a radical change 
in Washington's attitude towards them. 
The real issue, however, will be the

| Zevival of economic prosperity. Seldom 
have 


occidental elections been fought 
on so large an issue, and seldom has a 
party in opposition possessed so strong a 
chance to turn the tables. Manifestoes 
are pouring from the presses of both 
parties; the candidates for office have 
been chosen, and the struggle promises to 
be as bitter as any that the American 
Continent has scen. 

Unconvincing, indeed, is the Republican 
catch-cry of ‘‘ prosperity,’’ when we look 
into the present state of American 
Between 5,000,000 and 7,000,000 
workers are idle, and foreign trade is de- 
clining. During the earlier half of this 
year exports to the principal countries of 
Europe and South America decreased by, 
roughly, 29 per cent., and the Canadian 
market has been lessened by more than 
one-quarter. The Government’s fine 
schemes for the relief of agriculture have 
proved, according to the general. opinion, 
a glaring failure; and the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff bill, of which much was expected 
by the Republicans, has had little or no 
effect save to provoke resentment among 
foreign nations. Sales of unmanufactured 
cotton, the principal export of the United 
States, have declined by 31 per cent., and 
exports of motor cars have been hard hit 
by protective measures on the Continent of 
Europe. To crown this tale of misfortune 


affairs. 
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a small extent, and Enrope’s recovery from 
‘the crippling effects of war has played its 
part. The trouble, however, must lie 
deeper, and its origin probably can be 
found in the peculiarities of the American 
economic system. The United States, to a 
far greater extent than most countries, not 
only are self-supporting, but actually sup- 
port themselves. The standard of living 
is extraordinarily high. Large wages and 
the hire-purchase system ensure a ready 
market for the country’s commodities 
within its own boundaries, but the surplus 
of prosperity requires satisfactory trade 
relations with countries overseas. The 
whole system is balanced so finely that a 
very slight depression of trade is sufficient 
to overturn it. Hence the imposition of a 
foreign tariff against American goods or a 
frenzied movement on Wall street has con- 
sequences much more serious for the United 
States than similar movements woild 
have for another country. The American 
people must accustom themselves to a 
lower standard of living and must pay 
more attention to the outside world. 
Competition from outside sources is 
becoming more severe—with the entrance 
of Soviet Russia on the scene it will 
become crowded—and the United States’ 
balance of prosperity is becoming 
perilously small, i 


Road Trafhc. 


Herbert Morrison, 
Minister of Transport, yesterday ex- 
pounded the provisions oí the Road 
Traffic Act, which will come into force on 
dates varying between December Ist and 
April 1st. Two features of this measure 
which are especially germane to condi- 
tions in the Free State are those that 
deal with the qualifications demanded of 
applicants for driving licences and the 
licensing of public vehicles. Twelve 
chairmen of traffic commissioners, said 
Mr. Morrison, will replace some 1,300 
authorities who at present oversee or 
overlook the extravagant duplication 
of transport in some centres and 
its paucity in others. Under the 
new Act enterprising, but — selfish, 
‘‘ pirates’? no longer will be allowed to 
rush hither and thither, capturing stray 
‘‘ fares’ to the detriment of the railways, 
of established concerns, and ultimately of 
themselves. Schedules of their time- 
tables will need to be deposited with the 
Commissioners before a licence to ply for 
hire will be issued. These schedules will 

be scrutinised with care, and steps will 

be taken to’ ensure that some liaison shall 

exist between the time-tables of the 
omnibuses and those of the railway com 

panies. We may hope that, when at long 

last an Irish traffic bill makes its appear- 
ance, its framers will have drawn every 

possible lesson from Mr. Morrison 's Act. In. 
the Free State a complete absence of control 
has allowed a shocking state of affairs to 
arise. Motor omnibuses crowd in helter- 
skelter confusion on popular roads, while 

remoter districts languish unattended by 

any amenities. One day a Free State 

Government will be compelled to appoint 
a Minister for Transport. Such an 
appointment would be more valuable to 
the country than any amount of diplo- 
matic representation abroad. Unhappily, 
it would be less brilliant, and thus we 
suppose that the Free State still must 
endufe for a while the existing anarchy 

of the roads. 7

A Crime Bureau. 


Although ardent readers of sensational 
fiction may suppose the contrary, the 
detection of crime is largely a matter of 
routine. Even in the days of Vidocq 
the chief weapon of authority was 
organisation. Since the War the under- 
world has learned from finance that 
unity is strength, with the result that, 
especially where such activities as the 
drug traffic are concerned, crime has become 
‘‘ internationalised.’’ Thus the news that 
the International Congress of Criminal 


Police, which has been in session at 
Antwerp, has decided to establish in 
Vienna a “clearing house’’ of informa- 


tion shows that the defence of society is 
struggling to keep pace with the attack. 
Delegates of the Congress will attend the 
Opium Conference at Geneva, and it is 
hoped that some degree of uniformity in | 
the regulations of the various countries 
regarding the trafic in drugs may be 
achieved. Unfortunately. during recent 
years several factors have conspired to 
handicap the police in their efforts to cope 
with this evil. The sacred name. of 
democracy is invoked if police interference 
with the liberty of the subject is thought, 
however frivolously, to be undue. As a 
rule, the country where the traffic is 
most inte.se seldom is the worst sufferer, 
since the drug combines prefer not to 
harm the goose that lays the golden eggs. 
Moreover, shortage of money has pre- 
vented the launching of a really efficient 
campaign against these pests. We trust 
that the new “' clearing house ” in Vienna 
will receive keen support from the League 
of Nations. It is in matters of this sort 
that the League is most likely to win its 
spurs ; for on such a point no nation, for 
its honour’s sake, would dare to stand 
aloof.

Lord Birkenhead's Funeral. - 


Lord Birkenhead will lie in state in the 
ancient chapel of Gray’s Inn, where he was 
a Bencher, until Friday. Afterwards the 
body will be taken to Golder’s (Green 
crematorium, whence the ashes will be 
removed to Chariton, his country seat, for 
the funeral on Saturday. ‘The coffin this 
morning was placed on a simple trestle 
before the chancel, draped with a purple 
pall bearing a white cross, and on this 
were placed some small bunches of flowers, 
including one of pink carnations and deep 
red roses from Lady Birkenhead. At the 
foot of the coffin were strewn a number 
of pink and red carnations, Lord Birken- 
head’s favourite flowers. The chapel was 
open to the public, and there was an in- 
creasing number of visitors as the day wore 
on. 

Regulations for Motorists. 


The Minister of Transport announced 
to-day that certain, new regulations and 
orders in regard to motoring and other 
forms of road transport would come into 
operation by April Ist of next year. 
Probably it will be found that people with 
very defective eyesight or those who are 
subject to fits no longer will be allowed 
to take out a driving licence, and that 
moterists will be compelled to insure 
against third-party risks, to produce an 
insurance certificate when they take out a 
licence, and to produce this certificate on 
demand by a police officer. Steel tyres 
probably will be prohibited altogether. 
except in certain specified cases, and 
almost all motor vehicles will be compellec 
to adopt pneumatic tyres. The question 
of the compulsory use of splinterless glass 
in motors is still under consideration. , 


The Amusement of Members. 


During the past two or three years 
there have been many suggestions in the 
House of Commons that sports of some 
kind should be provided for the use of 
members, and last session heard the 
proposal that a fencing gallery and a 
swimming bath should be provided; but 
the proposal came to nothing. Now Mr. 
George Lansbury, who possesses the power 
to carry it out, suggests a novel scheme to 
provide entertainment for the dull hours 
of members by the laying out of bowling 
greens and clock golf courses in the 
Victoria Tower Gardens adjoining the 
House of Lords. I understand, however, 
that it is merely a suggestion; for no 
decisions have been taken in the matter, 
and quite possibly nothing further will be 
done. If the scheme were put into effect, 
the greens would have to be open to people 
outside ; for the gardens have been thrown 
open to the public. 


Coal for Scandinavia. 
According to Mr. E. Shinwell, Secretary 


of a British Government delegation to 
inquire into the possibilties of increased 
exports of British coal promises to haye 
successful results. The delegation is pre- 
paring a report of its visit, which wil! 
be presented to the Government as soon as 


factors if the trade with Scandinavian 
countries is to be increased; for British 
coal in that market will have to:compete 
with the products of neighbouring countries. 
and big contracts have been placed 
recently for coal with Poland.. 


New Hotels. 


Some months ago I mentioned that the 
great shipping companies were looking 
round for sites in the West End where thev 
might erect hotels to provide accommoda.- 
tion for their passengers. It is rumouied 
to-day that the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company proposes to secure one of the 
finest eee in London—that ' now 
occupied by St. George’s Hospital at Hyde 
Park Corner. It is understood that the 
hospital autharities were approached some 
time ago, and gave definite answers to a 
series of questions. One important con- 
dition attaches to any sale on the part of 
the hospital. A site must be found within 
a certain distance of its present position. 
The hospital, which is 120 years old, must 
be rebuilt sooner or later, and it is 
estimated that to rebuild on the present 
site will cost about six hundred thousand 
pounds. It would not be easy to raise such 
a sum nowadays, and, therefore, the pos- 
sibility of selling the present site for a 
good round sum appears to be most at- 
tractive. The shipping company, however, 
has inspected other sites—al! within a mile 
radius of Trafalgar square. 


Onl Tankers, 


Only a few weeks age the one bright spot 
in the shipping industry was the orl- 
carrying trade, but now a complete change 
has come about, and owing to the great 
number of vessels which have been released 
from charter in the last few weeks, there 
is little prospect of an improvement for 
some time to come. ‘The reason for the 
slump is that during the boom periéd the 
specialised business of oil-carrying de- 
manded an extensive tanker-building pro- 
gramme. A large number of these vessels 
was built and taken over on time charter 
over a period of years. In many cases the 
charter has expired, and, in addition, a 
number of tankers built during the past 
eighteen months have become available, so 
that it appears that oil-carrying is unlikely 
to be as profitable as it has been in the 
past. : 


Gibraltar and che Tourist. 


Gibraltar as a tourist resort y be 
possessed of charms unknown and un- 
recognised by the average Englishman, but 
the Colonial Office’s report on the posses- 
sion states that measures are being takén 
to make its attractions better known. The 
Government has arranged for the printing. 
of an illustrated folder to advertise these 
charms, and the erection of a first-class 
hotel is well advanced, while a suitable 
building has been taken over by the 
Government for conversion into a museum. 
Ít is hoped by these adventitious aids to 
induce a number of tourists to pass 
through Gibraltar, en route for Spain or 
Moroceo, and to break their journey for á

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THE CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES. 


From OUR Speciat REPRESENTATIVE. 
LONDON, Wednesday Night. 


The Imperial Conference opened in 
Londen to-day, in circumstances which 
suggested a meeting of bank directors 
yather than the most important gathering 
of imperial statesmen that ever has been 
held. There was a complete absence of 
‘ remony 

The morning was chill and foggy, and as 
the delegates drove up to Downing strect 
in morning attire—only Mr. Philip 
Snowden detied the conventions by turning 
up in a grey lounge suit—the little space 
in front of the Prime Minister's house pre- 
sented a lucubrious picture, until Messrs. 
MeGilligan and Hogan bounded up the 
steps with a merry jest. 

The Canadian Premier, who neither 
smokes nor drinks and is a strict 
Methodist, was probably the most interest- 
ing figure among the delegates. He is 
very tall, reminding one rather of Mr. 
Sianley Bruce in stature, with no “ side "’ 
of any kind, and struck me as being a most 
charming man, who knows his own mind 
and is not likely to be diverted from the 
path that he has chosen. 

General Hertzog scems to have improved 
in health since I saw him last four years 
aco. He looks sturdier and keener in 
every way. I met him last night at the 
magnificent reception that was given by 
the British Government at Lancaster 
House, and was much impressed by his 
sincerity and ecagerness to make a success 
of the Conference. 


All the proceedings, of course. are | 


private. Press conferences are held in the 
Colonial Office every day. but the amount 
of information vouchsafed is likely to be 
very meacre, and all the really interesting 
work will be done dans les coulisses. 


A FORMAL AFFAIR. 


To-day's meeting was purely a formal 
afiair. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald welcomed the 
delegates, who replied in the following 
order: The Prime Minister of Canada, the 
Prime Minister of Australia, the Prime 
Minister of New Zealand, the Prime 
Minister of South Africa. the Minister for 
external Affairs of the Irish Free State. 
the Prime Minister of Newfoundland. and 
the Maharaiah of -Bikanir. who is repre- 
senting India 

Thus seven nations are represented at 
the Conference, and although the Free 
State has the largest of all the Dominion 
delegations, it is the only one that has not 
its Premier in London. 

Much has happened since the last Con 
ference in 1926. General Hertzog seconded 
the Joyal message to the King and Queen 
to-day as the only Premier who had 
attended that momentous meetinz. All 
the others have gone. Mr. Mackenzie 
Kung no longer is in office ; Messrs. Pruce. 
‘oates and Munro also have been replaced, 
and Mi, Baldwin is in the wilderness. 

Mhe only delegates who have survived 
ate General Hertzog and Mr. Havenga. of 
South Africa, and Messrs. McGilligan and 
bitzgerald, of the Free State. 

If Mr. Cosgrave had been present, 
he could have claimed to be the senior 
Premier in the kLmpire. As it is, his Go- 
vernment is older than any other in 
r urope with the exceptions of those of 
Hungary and Northern Ireland. although 
its trio of representatives at Downing 
street this morning were younger by many 
years than any of thei! Imperial co}- 
leagues. 

The speeches at the opening meetin 
were highly interesting. All the delegates 
confined themselves to genera] statements. 
but one can gather from what they said 
hew the proceedings of the Conference 
are likely to shape themselves. 


THREE MAIN HEADS. 


WI Macdonald said that the work 
would fall under three main heads. One 
will be the political and constitutional 
relations of the members of the Common- 
wealth with one another: the second will 
he the relations of the Commonwealth to 
the rest of the world; and the last. and 
by far the most important, will be the 
discussion of those economic problems 
which are common to Great Britain and 


the Dominions. with a view to the dis- | 


covery Of a tormula by means of which 
the economic links between them may he 
strengthened. to the benefit of the indi- 
vidual States as well as of the impire as 
a whole. This last item wil] dominate 
the Conference. 

Empire tree trade has not been imen- 
tioned specifically, but in private con- 
versation some of the overseas delegates 
make no secret. of their intention to de 
everything in the, power to BeCuTre re- 
ciprocal preferences from Great Britain— 
in other words, to persuade her to impose 
food tarifis against loreion nations—and 
at least two Prime Minister< will be very 
much disappointed men if they do not 
sueceed in their object. | 

| suggested “te one of them vesterday 
that Mr. Snewden would he likely to 
insist on his principles of rigid free trade 
even to the extent o° abolishing those safe- 
guarding duties that exist at present and 
give some of the Dominions a sj]icht pre- 
ference in the British market His 
answer was that it was inconceivable that 
the weight of Dominion opinion could be 
ignored, and there is no doubt that most 
of the Dominions are most anxious to come 
fo some arrangement with the British 
Government in this respect. This fact 
emerges clearly from this morning's 
speeches. 


THE INTERESTS OF ALL. 


Mr. Bennett, of Canada, said that he 
had come to London “ in the strong belief 
that by the concerted action of the whole 
we can advance the interests of all see- 
tions of the Empire.”’ 

We have a common purpose.” he 
added. “ and it would be strange indeed 
if united to achieve it, there should not 
follow on our action that same high 
measure of success which in the days gone

by has crowned our joint and steadfast 
efíorts.”” 

Mr. Scullin, oí Australia, went even 
farther, “' It is impossible,” he said, '' to 
exaggerate the importance of the economic 
issues. In the history of Imperial Con- 
ferences there has never been an occasion 
when public interest, both in Great 
Britain and in the Dominions, has 
been so aroused. Unless 1 wholly 
misread the signs, our success will be 
judged by the progress which we are able 
to achieve towards Empire economic cc- 
operation.” 

General Hertzog’s statement, hewever, 
was possibly the most significant of them 
all. “ South Africa,” he declared, “ would 
welcome an examination of the _ possi- 
bilities of extending existing economic and 
trade relations by the adoption of inter- 
Commonwealth trade agreements, pro- 
viding for the extension of reciprocal 
tariff benefits on a fair and reasonable basis 
and for wper.ods sufficiently lengthy to 
create confidence and stability.”’ 

He added a note of warning. If Great 
Britain decides upon an economic policy 
detrimental to the interests of the 
Dominions—if, in other words, Mr. 
Snowden insists on the abolition of the 
safeguarding duties—their policies in rela- 
tion to preferences also will be changed. 


WHAT DOMINIONS EXPECT. 

These speeches indicate manifestly that 
the Dominions expect the British Govern- 
ment to meet them in regard to the 
economic problem. From the few conversa. 
tions that I have had in the last few 
days with British as well as with Dominion 
representatives, I am quite sure that 
Empire free trade, @ la Beaverbrook, at 
present is an impossibility. Nevertheless, 
much can be done. Everything depends 
on the British Government’s attitude 
towards food taxes, and there’s the rub. 
British politcians seem to have an in- 
grained horror of food taxes, but the views 
of the general public are changing. 

I was discussing the matter to-day with 
a distinguished sailor, who also is on 
economist, and his comments were llu- 
minating. ‘‘Whiy are they making all this 
fuss about food taxes?’’ he said: ‘‘ lnok 
at this.” and he produced a document 
which he had just received from the .ncome

tax authorities which, for sheer brutality, 
would put the best efforts of the Free State 


authorities to shame. “ They tax us almost 
out of existence,’’ he continued, ‘‘ and we 
get nothing for it. Why not have a few 
food taxcs? We cannot be much worse off 
than we are. and at least food taxes offer 
the possibility of increased trade in the 
Dominion markets.’’ 

I give this statement without comment. 
A straw shows how the wind is blowing. 


THE FREE STATE. 

And what of the Free State? Its delega- 
tion, personally, has made an excellent 
impression. Mr. McGilligan possibly has 
not the constructive imagination of the 
late Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, to whose 
memory many graceful tributes were paid 
to-day; but he has an incisive mind, a 
quick wit, and a gift of analytical criticism 
which are likely to leave their mark upon 
the work of the Conference. 

Mr. Hogan in twenty-four hours has 
established himself as the most popular 
of all the delegates. His straightforward 
manner, impatience of nonsense and 
shrewdness of judgment, coupled with a 
high order of imaginative intelligence, 
have been recognised by all who have met 


him. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, I think, is the doyen 


of the Conference. He has' been negotiating 


with British Governments for some nine 
vears, and his experience of the Confer- 
ence table will be useful to the Free 
State delegation. 


CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES. 

It was, perhaps, inevitable that the 
State which stands to gain most through 
economic co-operation within the Empire 
should pay least attention to this aspect 
of the Conference. It is obvious from Mr. 
MrGilligan’s speech that he. and his 
colleagues propose to concentrate as much 
as possible on the constitutional issues, 


which really do not amount to a row of | 


pins. Even General Hertzog, who is sup- 
posed to be the arch-advocate of secession, 
admitted this fact this morning. He said 
that the essentials of the constitutional 
problem had been settled four years ago, 
and that, while the matter was important, 
‘‘this portion of our labour may well be 
looked upon as already completed except 
for the purpose of formal sanction or the 
consideration of some matters of detail.”’ 

Mr. Forbes, of New Zealand, put the 
matter even more cogently. ‘It is our 
hope,’’ he said, “ that Governments repre- 
sented here will find it possible to divert 
their attention from status to co-opera- 
tion.” He pointed out something that is 
very true, although it has tended to be 
obscured in all the talk about sovereign 
status and the like, which has been the 
main concern of imperial discussion of 
recent years. It is all very well to speak 
grandiloquently about ‘‘diversity in 
unitv’’ and all the rest of it, but there 
can be no doubt, as Mr. Forbes said, that 
without some effective co-operation Letween 
the Dominions and the home countries 
' centrifugal influences inevitably must, 
tend towards the weakening of our 
association.” The unity of the Common- 
wealth is the most important ideal of all.’’ 

If the Conference loses its way in a 
maze of constitutional arguments, which 
have no real meaning, it will be an utter 
failure. Happily, although Mr. McGilligan 
places “ the recognition of our position as 
a free and sovereign State ’’—‘‘ and who 
denices of it, Betsy ?’’—‘‘ before all other 
considerations,’’ virtually all the other 
delegates recognise the paramount im- 
portance of the economic issue.

THE PREMIER’S 
BROADCAST. 


FAMILY GROWN TO 
MANHOOD.

“OUR NEW HOUSE OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH.”

A word picture of the opening scene of 
the Imperial Conference was drawn by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald when he broadcast an 
address on the Conference from London 
last night. After tracing the origin and 
history of the Conference and outlining its 
purpose, Mr. Macdonald said—‘‘ I wish I 
could picture to you the scene this morn- 
ing. We gathered round a table in the 
large Conference Room in the Foreign 
Office, with advisers and secretaries ranged 
behind us—about one hundred all told. 
From the high walls portraits of our King 
and Queen looked down upon us. 

““ We represent a quarter of the world’s 
population. Two of the Prime Ministers, 
with their colleagues, those of Australia 
and New Zealand, have travelled for more 
than a month to attend the Conference. 

‘* Is it an idle hope that this is the last 
occasion on which the delegates will travel 
by sea, and that when the next Imperial 
Conference comes they will come by air in 


i almost as few days as it now takes them 


weeks? It is impossible to calculate the 
advantage to the Empire when its Prime 
Ministers can meet without such loss of 
time as is now involved. 

““ The work of the Conference would fall 
under three main heads. The first was 
inter-imperial relations. Now that the old 
house of the Empire, based on govern- 
ment from London, has proved too narrow 
for the process of constitutional develop- 
ment, we must build up our new house 
of the British Commonwealth, based on the 
principle of free co-operation,’’ said Mr. 
Macdonald. ‘‘ Our existence depends upon 
how truly it can be said of our Constitu- 
tion, ‘ For still the new transcends the 
old.’ The building of that new house can- 
not be accomplished in one or two Con- 
ferences, but we shall hope to make a 
beginning on firm foundations. The new 
house may seem unfamiliar, but it has 
become necessary; for the family has 
grown to manhood. The new house, how- 
ever, will lodge the old tenants and be filled 
by the spirit of forbearing unity. As I said 
to the Conference to-day, ‘ it is the spirit 
behind the form which counts.’ 

““ Next came foreign policy and defence. 
Their chief task would be to consider what 
further contribution the members of the 
British Commonwealth could make to the 
cause of disarmament and world peace. 


THE ECONOMIC SIDE. 

‘Finally, on the economic side, we 
shall examine the trade of the Empire, 
with a view to considering what contribu- 
tion each of us can make to be mutually 
helpful to each other, especially in the 
present state of trade depression and un- 
employment,” he said. ‘‘ Though we may 
find that a great deal of talk in which 
people indulge is sadly remote from 
practical reality, and takes no account of 
costs and consequences, we shall strive 
to lay hold of every chance we can find 
for our common advantage. The ablest 
men we can place our hands upon will be 
put to this work, and I must not hamper 
them by anticipating their difficulties or 
suggesting how they are to overcome 
them. 

“Under this head, too, we shall con- 
sider questions of transport and com- 
munication, development of wireless and 
aviation, enlargement of news and postal 
services, so that the inventions and 
economics which science and research have 
discovered may be used to unite us closer 
together, and to improve the means of 
intercourse and of trade. 

‘The Conference opened in splendid 
spirit this morning. I should like to make 
this Conference another turning point in 
the wonderful story of our people. We 
have been suffering from a bad bout of 
pessimism. All things are becoming new, 
and so many of those to whom we have 
looked for leadership in both public and 
private affairs, in the workshop and 
factory, and the State, have shivered at 
the changing conditions. Week by week 
figures of unemployment, which are, 
indeed, serious, but in reality have no 
been indications of unemployment, as the 
word was used only a few years ago, have 
had the effect of depressing ourselves, and 
of hiding us in a Cloud in the eyes of the 
rest of the world. That must be stopped. 
Our weakness is in our psychology, far 
more than in our skill, our material, our 
resources and our opportunities. It is a 
renewal of will that we need. 

“The deep regard which we have for 
each other we shall cultivate for the rest 
of the world. Our Commonwealth of 
Nations cannot be one thing within itse!f 
and another thing to the rest of the world 
Moreover, in that spirit. we shall work at 
the problems of our economic and business 
relationships. Trade will not keep our 
affections vital, but vital affection will 
keep our trade ample.’’

Mr. Simpson was at work in his house 
when the three Chinese gunmen drove up 
and presented a card asking for an inter- 
view. He was escorting them to his study 
when suddenly one of them drew out his 
pistol and fired twice. One bullet pene- 
trated Mr. Simpson's spine; the other 
missed. 

In the tumult that followed the gun- 
men escaped by the car in which they had 
arrived, but + of thé servants noted 
the number of car and informed the 
police, who suc: ded in stopping it soon 
afterwards and capturing the driver. The 
gunmen themselves, however, had disap- 
peared. 

The police learn that fous men regis- 
tered their names this afternoon at a 
Japanese hotel. and that three of them 
hired a car there, the fourth taking the 
baggage by rickshaw in another direction.

THE SPECIAL APPEAL 
COMMISSIONERS. -

The Free State’s Special Appeal Com- 
missioners of the Income Tax have gone 
on circuit. In other words, they have 
set out from their headquarters in Dublin 
Castle on a tour of the provinces for the 
purpose of hearing and adjudicating on 
the appeals, claims and complaints of dis- 
satisfied taxpayers or potential taxpayers 
in the Free State. There was a time in 


‘Treland when Judges went on cireuit with 


great pomp and circumstance, and created 
guite a sensation in public and in the 
Press, but that time is no more. To-day 
the Special Commissioners, who are the 
judges of the people’s tax liability, go on 


‘circuit and create quite a number of sensa- 


tions, but, except on very rare and excep- 
tional occasions, they do not receive 
notoriety in public or in the Press. 

The explanation is that their work is 
performed almost entirely in camera, and 
consequently the Press is denied the 
privilege of communicating to the public 
discussions and decisions on matters of 
great interest and concern to the tax- 
paying community. 

AN ERRONEOUS IDEA. 

Many people still cherish the belief that 
the Appeal Commissioners are part and 
parcel of, and synonymous with, the 
Revenue Commissioners—that they have 
the same revenue outlook, and that on all 
occasions they must necessarily do their 
utmost to mulct the public. This is an 
entirely erroneous belief, and those who 
hold and act on it do an injustice to them- 
selves and to the Commissioners. 

The Special Appeal Commissioners are a 
semi-judicial body, having no particular 
axe to grind. They receive their appoint- 
ment from th: Minister of Finance, and, 
on accepting o ce, make a solemn declara- 
tion that they ‘‘ will truly, faithfully, 
impartially and honestly,’’ according to 
the best of their skill and knowledge, 
‘‘execute the powers and authorities ”’ 


vested in them ‘‘ by the Income Tax Act, | 


1918”’ and, further, that they ‘‘ will judge 
and determine upon all matters and 
things ” coming within their jurisdiction. 
‘without favour, affection, or malice.’’ 
This declaration should make it clear to 
everyone that income tax appeals are not 
intended to be mere camouflage, created 
and sponsored by the Revenue Department 
with a view to enable it to obtain what it 
wants in an indirect way. 

From my long experience of the Appeal 
Commissioners, I must say that I have 
found them to give very fair consideration 
to every: aspect of a case, and when a 
doubt arises on the facts the taxpayer 
very often gets the benefit of it. Certainly 
in cases in which the two Commissioners 
differ they invariably give the taxpayer 
the benefit of the doubt. 

LAW AND FACT. 

Where the law is clear, the Commis- 
sioners, of course, have no alternative but 
to determine in accordance therewith, but 
on questions of fact—as, for instance, in 
the case of the late Earl of Iveagh, and 
other important cases decided in England 
—they are the sole judges. It is impor- 
tant, therefore, that appellants who will 
appear before the Commissioners in the 
next four or five months, and whose cases 
require decisions on facts, should be in a 
position to present all the facts. 

The farmer who claims that his profits 
are short of the Poor Law Valuation of 
his farm must be able to produce figures 
in support of his contention. There would 
be no use, for example, in a cattle-dealer’s 
arguing that he had suffered a loss in his 
trade in a year in which it was public 
knowledge that cattle were fetching very 
handsome prices. The Commissioners 
would undoubtedly be aware of the market 
prices, and they could not, in the absence 
of trustworthy figures, do otherwise than 
disbelieve the appellant. The same thing 
applies to the ordinary trader who is over- 
assessed. The facts, therefore, are all- 
important; for any that do not come to 
light in the preliminary stages of a pro- 
longed appeal are not admitted as evidence 
when the case reaches a higher appeal 
tribunal, 

LATE APPEALS. 

There is a very important aspect of the 
functions of the Appeal Commissioners of 
which taxpayers who do not take profes- 
sional advice are rarely aware—namely, 
the discretionary power which the Com- 
missioners have to hear cases in which 
timely appeals have not been lodged. Very 
often a person carelessly puts away or 
mislays an assessment notice, and is a 
day or two late in appealing. Sometimes 
sickness or absence on holidays or on 
important business matters prevents the 
lodgment of an appeal in time; and some- 
times, although an appeal is lodged, an 
appellant is unable to attend. In all 
such cases the Commissioners have juris- 
diction to determine whether they wil] 
allow a late notice of appeal. . Thrs power 
is vested in them by virtue of Section 5, 
sub-section 7 of the Finance Act, 1929. 

Any person, therefore, who should find 
himself, during the present appeal 
circuit, in any of the predicaments just 
mentioned should notify the Commis- 
sioners as early as possible, as delay very 
often indicates apathy and negligence and 
that the intention to appeal was only an 
after-thought. ‘The Commissioners are 
always prepared ‘to grant adjournments 
where there is reasonable prospect of 
obtaining figures, etc., and to meet 
requests for time extensions in cases in 
which they fix time limits for the pro- 
duction of accounts or the completion of 
returns. 

If one is in doubt about the accuracy 
of his assessment, the proper thing to do 
is to appeal, and, if necessary, attend 
before the Commissioners. They are 
public officials of abundant common-sense 


and intelligence, with a broad outlook on | 


i . 
life and a strong desire to be just anc 
impartial. 


TICHBORNE CASE 
RECALLED.

SYDNEY, Monday. 

Elizabeth Palmer, who was bridesmaid 
to Arthur Orton, the impecunious butcher, 
of Wagga Wagga, who became notorious 
by his impersonation of Roger Charles 
Tichborne, heir to an ancient Hampshire 
baronetcy, has died at Wagga Wagga at 
the age of eighty-four. 

It was at Wagga Wagga, an up-country 
settlement in Australia, in the late sixties, 
that Orton, alias Castro, keeper of a 
hutcher’s stall, first read of the then Lady 
Tichborne’s search for her missing son 
Roger, heir to the baronetcy and large 
estates in Central London and Hampshire. 
The description seemed to tally with that 
of Orton, who then put forward a claim 
to the estates, a*claim which ruined many 
reputations and established a ” record 
in litigation. } 

Young Roger Tichborne, owing to a 

dispute, left home and went on a sailing 
ship to South America and was not seen 
again. Orton received money in Australia 
which Lady Tichborne had sent, and went 
to England, where he put forward his 
claim. Many wealthy people supported 
him. and the litigation lasted. nearly four 
years. 
” The first effort was to establish his right 
to the estates, but this failed. Then came 
a protracted trial for perjury, in which 
his counsel, the famous Dr. Kenealy, 
sought to identify Orton as the missing 
baronet. Owing to the serious allegations 
in the claimant's case a sentence of four- 
teen years was passed. 

Ten years later Orton was released. In 
1895 he published a confession of his 
wrongdoing, but soon after withdrew it 
and claimed to be the ‘‘ Sir Roger.” 
Dying in: 1898 his coffin-plate’ bore ‘the 
assumed title,

King George of Greece, .who since 192ó 
has been in exile from his country, granted 
to a Press Association reporter yesterday 
an interview in London, where he has been 
staying for the past few weeks. The King. 
who has been living in a quiet West End 
hotel, left before a plebiscite declared in 
March, 1924, for a Republic. Since then 
there has been a royalist movement for his 
return to the throne ‘which he did not 
abdicate, and it has been stated that he 
had been urged to go back to Athens. 

A tall, soldierly figure, with bronzed. 
clean-shaven face, the King adjusted his 
monocle when he was asked if he would 
care to discuss the persistent rumours that 
stated he was returning to the throne of 
Greece. 

Speaking excellent English, he said:, 
‘Though I have avoided discussing Greek 
politics since I left Greece, I have never 
ceased for a moment to follow with keen 
interest the effort made by my country, the 
welfare of* which has always been by only 
concern. Therefore, I find no difficulty ir 
replying to your question. 

‘* My conviction has never wavered. that 
sooner or later my people will cail me back 
is their constitutional sovereign. My de- 
parture was the aftermath of painful events 
and internal trouble tne country had gono 
through in the past. It was in no wise 
the result of a decision dulv considered or 
endorsed by the free will of my people. 
Yet earnest appeals keep coming from 
Greece that I should break silence. 


PREFERRED TO WAIT. 


“1 preferred to wait and give time to 
public opinion in Greece to take definite 
shape. At this time Greece feels the whole 
weight of the economic crisis that sweeps 
over the world, and this notwithstanding 
the courageous efforts of her statesmen and 
yeople to meet it. This is the case not only 
a eat Greece has smaller resources when 
compared to larger and more prosperous 
countries, but mainly because real unity 
of purpose and thought, which alone can 
give a nation the highest degree of pros- 
perity; both in the economic and the 
intellectual and social spheres, has not. yet 
been achieved. 

“The Greek people, like every people 
of long-standing tradition, intuitively feel 
as a whole the dire need of finding shelter 
behind a constitutional canopy snch as 
the British Constitution has given proof 
to the world. 

“ My return to Greece wil] not carry 
predominance for any single political 
party or faction. I shall know no victors 
or vanquished, my duty as a King being 
uppermost to achieve the advent of 
national solidarity. This solidarity alone 
can bring to the country that feeling of 
confidence which gives a country economic 
stability, attracts foreign capital, and 
allows the development of its , natural 
resources. Thus only shall an era of pros 
perity open for agriculture, trade and 
industry. A methodical co-operation 
between capital and Labour must conduce 
to social welfare, especially in regard +o 
the middle class of the population, the 
peasants and workmen. Moreover, this 
will afford the great advantage of protect- 
ing this section of the population from 
subversive ideas which would result in 
the destruction of free institutions. 


BUSINESS OF STATESMEN. 


“ Bnt you must not think that 1 pro- 
pose to expound here a political pro- 
gramme, “This is the business of states- 
men, not of a constitutional king. Theirs 
is the duty, for instance, to assure the 
steady prosperity of the industrious 
refugee populations which have been up- 
rooted from their ancient homes and have 
sought refuge on the soil of the Mother 
Country. Theirs, again, is the duty of 
safeguarding national security with an 
Army hallowed by so many heroic tradi- 
tions, and they must re-establish on a firm 
foundation the prestige of the Church— 
the depository of publhe faith and 
morality. 

‘My own duty as constitutional king 
is to watch over the faithful observance 
of the Constitution, which will afford the 
country a guarantee that it will be 
governed by its most able citizens. 

“ 1 may add that, in mentioning public 
confidence, I mean also international con- 
fidence, to which a constitutional king 
can aptly contribute within the scope of 
his constitutional prerogatives.’’ 

This was the statement the King made. 
a statement to which he had obviously 
given much thought. His face lost its 
grave look when he ended and he smiled. 
‘That is all I can say,” he added. 
“Will you be staying long in. London?’ 
he was asked. ‘“Ah, who can say, ' 
he returned enigmaticaiy. 

And then with a warm handshake the 
audience ended, and the King without a 
throne returned to his fireside and his 
thoughts.

ROME, Wednesday. 

At the first assembly of the National 
Council of Corporations to-day Signor 
Mussolini made a speech emphasising the 
importance of the tundamental question 
to be examined by the Council—the re- 
vision of the trade union organisations 
that was now necessary after five years of 
experience, which had shown that the 
Fascist State and the Corporate State were 
identical. . 

Speaking of the world economic situa- 
tion, Signor Mussolini said that it had 
grown remarkably worse since October, 
1920; but in Italy the State had done 
much to assist the economic situation by 
intervening on behalf of certain important 
industries. No one must expect miracles ; 
for they could not be accomplished even 
by President Hoover, the most powerful 
man in the world in the richest State in 
the world. 

BETTER TIME COMING. 

As regards the present situation, Signor 
Mussolini said that he thought the most 
difficult phase was over and that a better 
time was approaching. That was to say, 
unless some unforeseen or irreparable event 
should take place, such as another war— 
and Italy would do all she could to avert 
such a disaster. The Fascist régime would 
make every endeavour to overcome the 
present period of trial and to guide the 
country to prosperity. 

In conclusion the Duce invited all his 
hearers to work assiduously at their task, 
which was closely bound up with the 
interests of the whole nation, and thus to 
render valuable service to the cause of the 
Fascist revolution and the enlightenment 
of other nations. 

“ SOWERS OF MISERY AND RUIN.” 

Applause greeted the uncompromising 
phrases with which the Duce designated 
those who ‘‘bungle affairs, perform 
acrobatics in industry and finance, and 
complicate the economic world by innumer- 
able chain companies.” 

“These,” added the Puce, ‘are the 
genuine and most dangerous type of anti- 
Fascists—-sowers of misery. and ruin, liable 


to and deserving the penalty. of death.”

THE MAIN THEME.: 


COOPERATION.

In a leading article The Times to-day 
observes :—Nothing could be more hopeful 
than the manner in which the Imperial 
Conference was opened yesterday, and 
nothing could be more encouraging than 
the spirit and the intentions of the dele- 
gates, as manifested in their declarations 
at the inaugural sitting. The keynotes of 
the whole proceedings were the necessity 
of co-operation and the urgency of the 
economic problem. 

Mr. Forbes, the former Prime Minister 
of New Zealand, was clearly speaking the 
mind of all when he said that “ any failure 
upon our part to agree to some concrete 
and effective policy to our common benefit, 
or at least to take some definite steps 
towards the promotion of increased inter- 
Empire trade, would be the cause of great 
disappointment throughout the Common- 
wealth,’’ and when he expressed the hope 
that “ before the Conference breaks up we 
shall be able to point to sométhing actually 
accomplished.”’ 

Mr. Macdonald, who welcomed the over- 
sea delegates, paid a warm tribute, in 
which all the other speakers joined, to the 
memory of the three statesmen—Lord 
Balfour, Lord Birkenhead and Mr. 
O’Higgins—who, notable participants in 
the 1926 Conference, have since passed 
away. Ie outlined the subjects which are 
to engage the attention of the Conference 
—questions of constitutional status and 
competence, questions of foreign policy and 
disarmament, and questions of economic 
co-operation. He put them in that order, 
but the other Prime Ministers made it 
plain that this was not, in their view, the 
order of their importance. 

The main business of the Conference, 
they were clear, should be to devise ways 
and means for effective economic co-opera- 
tion. They touched, of course, on the con- 
stitutional] issue, but in nearly every case 
to express the hope that-this Conference 
would succeed in getting finally out of the 
way the question of status which had 
dominated the 1926. Conference, and with- 
out exception they emphasised the import- 
ance of co-operation. 


CONSTITUTIONAL ISSUES. 


While it was to the economic question 
that the delegates attached the most 
importance and devoted most of their 
attention, adds The Times, what they had 
to say on the constitutional issues was 
animated also by the same spirit of co- 
operation and comradeship. - Particularly 
noteworthy were the speeches on this 
subject of the Prime Ministers of 
Australia and New Zealand. Mr. Scullin 
recognised that ‘‘ some part of our time 
at this Conference must be devoted to the 
abolition of old forms and_ technical 
limitations on Dominion sovereignty,’’ 
but he recognised also the need for 
caution in the. process, and uttered a 
warning against too rigid a regard for 
logical consistency. ‘‘ We hold,” he said. 
“that it is quite possible to reconcile the 
effective autonomy of the Dominions with 
the unity of the British Commonwealth as 
a whole—but not if we attempt to dot 
every ‘i’ and cross every ‘t.’ We are 
a free association of peoples, and, to my 
mind, there is nothing to be gained, and, 
perhaps, a great deal to be lost, by 
attempting to crystallise our relations too 
closely within the confines of a formal 
document.” 

Mr. Forbes was even more empliatic in 
the same sense. New Zealand, he said, 
had not been greatly concerned with the 
recent constitutional developments. She 
would have been ‘‘ well content to allow. 
constitutional relationships to settle 
themselves in the time-honoured way in 
accordance with the necessities of the 
position and the requirements of the 
time.” He hoped that at this Conference 
all questions of status would be finally 
disposed of, and that they would be able 
to devote themselves to a problem of even 
higher importance. The outstanding 
problem of the moment was to devise 
‘““some effective means of evolving a 
common policy and common action in all 
essential matters.’’ He closed with the 
hope that the Governments represented in 
the Conference would find it possible “ to 
divert their attention from status to co- 
operation.’’ It is a hope that seems 
likely to be justified ; for co-operation was 
the main theme yesterday of all the 
delegates. 


WEI-HAI-WEI.

The Times to-day says :— The condition of 
Wei-Hai-Wei was completed yesterday, when 
the British Commissioner, Sir R. F. Johnston, 
handed over the territory to the incoming 
Chinese Administrator. The improvement in 
the condition of the population of the Wei- 
Hai-Wei territory during the thirty-two years 
of British occupation has been remarkable. 
The numbers and the wealth of the Chinese 
population have increased, anti-foreign feeling 
is unknown, and the fishermen, farmers and 
small traders of the territory have enjoyed 
a comfort and security unknown in other 
parts of the distressful Province «f Shantung. 
In addition to the industry. thrift and good 
temper, which are the natural qualities of the 
Chinese farmer under a decent administration, 
the people of the leased _ territory 
have frequently shown an +xceptional 
probity and public spirit. Small. farmers, 
who insist on treating grants-in-aid 
in bad seasons as loans, and offer their 
land free for public roads, clearly possess’ 
the essentials of good citizenship. Their 
future under the Nanking Government will 
be watched with interest, not unmixed with 
apprehension by all who have spent pleasant 
nolidays among them, as well as by the 
officials who have administered the terri- 
tory. 

The Republican Government has given 
assurances that the population will not 
suffer from the change, and it is satistactory 
to hear that the new Chinese officials have 
made very careful preparations to ensure 
the effective administration of the district. 
The association of over a generation has 
now ended. It has been a happy and 
advantageous partnership, and Lord Pass- 
field, in wishing Wei-Hai-Wei a _ peaceful 
and prosperous future, has done well to 
express the British Government's apprecia- 
tion of the co-operation and sympathy 
always extended to it by these law-abiding 
and industrious people of Shantung.

INDUSTRIAL ACTIVITY 
STIMULATED. 


———_ -e—_— 
VALUE OF THE FORD 
FACTORY. 
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From OUR SPECIAL REPRFSENTATTVF. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

A comprehensive survey of the trade con- 
ditions and prospects in the city and port of 
Cork is contained in the report which was 
placed before the annual meeting of the 
members of the Cork Industrial Development 
Association to-night. 

The Fordson tractor industry leading the 
wav, states the report, stimulated industrial 
activity in all our principal productive mills. 
The woollen industry improved as a resuit of 
the imposition of an import tariff, and the 
down quilt industry was re-opened, after a 
long period of waiting for a small measure 
of protection. The footwear factories, how- 
ever, on account of an unprecedented rise in 
the price of raw materials, were partially 
closed down. The hosiery, ready-made cloth- 
ing, polish, furniture, and hat and cap in- 
dustries, and brass and 
steady employment to many 
workers. 

A WELCOME STIMULUS. 

The circulation of over one million pounds 
sterling in wages paid to Fordson workers 
acted as a welcome stimulus to local industry 
and trade. The sale by the Cork factory.of 
tractors and tractor parts, valued in the 
statistical returns of the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce at over 1.8 million 
sterling. showed the real. national value of 
the factory engaged in the production of 
manufactured articles for the export markets 
of the world. , 

During the year the turnover of the Cork 
distributive trades was the highest on record. 
The root reason lay in the activity of local 
producers, and not, as it might be claimed, 
in the adventitious aids of shopping carnivals. 

“Were our distributive warehouses pre- 
pared: to stock locally-manufactured goods, 
or. in the alternative, to engage to some 
extent, at least, in the work of production, 
the trade of the city would tend to become 
more uniformly better, as the wages of the 
productive workers would then be spent in 
purchasing their own goods, and would, as a 
consequence, be retained locally for the 
further firancing of productive industry. 

THE ECONOMIC OUTLOOK, 

“ 4 Corkman may now fashionably clothe 
himself from head to foot in the products of 
Cork factories. The Council of the Associa- 
tion would be extremely interested to know 
the result of a referendum on the question of 
the place of origin of the articles of wearing 
apparel worn by residents in Cork city and 
county. The folly of disemploying one 
another by. being apathetic on the subject of 
the investment of salaries and wages earned 
locally ought to lead purchasers in Cork to 
take a saner view of the local etonomic 
situation.” 

In an examination of the economic outlook 
of the country, the report states:—In Ire- 
land, general world economic tendencies seem 
to be fairly well reflected in the changes 
taking place in not only the type of motive 
power and the character of. industry, but 
also in the course of trade and the means of 


transport.

CHEAP POWER. 

The utilisation of cheap hydro-electric 
power, the integration and rationalisation of 
productive industry, the growth of the 
multiple shop, and the syndication of the 
means of transport, are all gradually, but 
inevitably, affecting the economic structure 
of the country. In other words, economic 
ferces—the centres of gravity either in 
Dublin, London, or elsewhere—are more or 
less having free play throughout the country. 
Te what extent the Governments of Northern 
and Southern Ireland find it opportune or 
desirable to give directional impetus to these 
forces is a question the answer to which 
should be given by. the Executive Councils of 
these Governments. 

In the development and utilisation of the 
Shannon wvdivo-cietiricel power station, and in 
the proposed further exploitation of the 
potentialities of the hvdro-electrical resources 
of the Liffey and the Bann, hie great promise 
for the industrial regeneration of town and 
country. In the past Ireland was absolutely 
dependent on imported coal and petroleuin 
oil and spirit for fuel, light and power, and 
therefore the promotion of large or small- 
scale industries was initially handicapped to 
a very serious extent. The exploitation of 
home resources of energy must be a strong 
incentive to the promotion of productive 
industry throughout the land. 


NEED FOR IRISH SHIPS. 

Ir the development of the agricultural 
industry along business lines a big measure 
of the future prosperity of the country 
depends. An. important export trade in farm 
products has been always the basis of our 
external trade. It is regrettable, however, 
that the bulk of these exports is in the 
form of raw or semi-manufactured materials. 
Eixtensive rather than intensive cultivation 
has been the great characteristic of Irish 
Agriculture. The more profitable cultivation 
of cereals, fruit, vegetables, flowers and 
medicinal herbs are largely neglected. 

The volume of the exports of Irish agricul- 
tural products should lead one to believe that 
in the re-organisation of the industry the 
ruvision of an Irish owned mercantile marine 
ws a question of primary vital importance. 

The panacea for the evil of extortionate 
freight rates is, in the opinion of the 
Association, self evident. With a big out- 
ward cargo available the success of an Irish 
owned mercantile marine would be assured, 
if it was found practicable to make it law 
that Irish exports, and subsequently imports, 
must only be carried in Ifrish-owned 
““ bottoms.”’ 

At present the Irish Agricutural Credit Cor- 
poretion is financing farmers by means of short 
term loans secured as chattel mortgages. The 
Irish Associated Creameries, Ltd., is gradually 
assuming control of supplies of butter 
and four co-operative meat factories are 
endeavouring to build up a home and foreign 
trade in dressed meat! With the further 
application of co-operative methods to agri 
culture and central control of national food 
supplies, the successful inauguration of a 
national mercantile marine ought to be 
assured. 

CONTROL OF INDUSTRY. 

There is a possibility that in the course 
of the next. decade control of the manufac- 
turing arm of the country will be lost. The 
manufacturing arm of the country is being 
fiscally protected for the economic advantage 


of foreign combines. Ownership and control 
of the confectionery preserves, tobacco, 
polish, soap, waterproof clothing, and = mar- 
garine industries have largely passed into 
foreign hands. The flour-milling industry is 
now being threatened from inside by a 
powerful British concern, forty per cent. of 
the flour-milling plant having been pur- 
chased by a foreign firm. : 


LACK OF NATIVE ENTERPRISE. 

The atmosphere of insecurity, and the in- 
adequacy of proper protection 1s, In the 
opinion of the Association, one of the main 
reasons for the lack of native industrial 
enterprise. The invasion of the multiple shop 
is also having its effect. on not only native 
manufacturing industries, but also on the 
stability of native concerns engaged in fhe 
work of distribution. Trish manufactures 
have, indeed, but poor chances of finding 
ready markets in foreign multiple shops in 
ali the principal Irish cities and towns, 

Some action ought to be taken by our two 
Irish Governments, as there is bound to be, 
in the long run, considerable loss in State 
revenues as a direct result of the operations 
of such foreign-owned muitiple establish- 
ments, whose proprietors are taking the 
place of the old absentee landlords. Apart 
from Governmental action, however, Irish 
manufacturers should take steps, in their 
own interests,: to open departmental stores 
in all the principal Irish cities and towns. 
In the course of time branch establishments 
might verv profitably be opened in particular 
districts nm Great Britain and the U.S.A.. 
where undoubted markets are offering.

The new home for nurses, which has been 
built at Omagh in connection with tke 
Tyrone County Hospital, was opened to-day 
by the Duchess or Abercorn. 

. The home, situated close to the hospital. 
is a handsome three-storey brick building, 
capable of accommodating thirty sisters and 
nurses. The ground floor consists of a 
agp. pa for the nurses, a sittingroom for 
the sisters, and a sittingroom and a class 
room for probationers, in addition. to a 
lecture room, bath rooms, linen room and 
kitchen, while the upper floors. contain the 
bedrooms, with hot and cold water. The 
entire cost of the building and. equipment 1s 
estimated at. £7,000. : ' 

The Duchess of Abercorn, 
the hospital, attended by 
McClintock, C.B.E., D.L., A.D.C., was -re- 
ceived by Captain J. C. Herdman,-D.L., 
Chairman of the Joint Committee of Manage- 
ment of the Tyrone County Hospital. 

; BOON TO THE STAFF, 

Captain Herdman said that that new 
building would prove an inestimable boon so 
the administrative staff, inasmuch as: not 
only would the nurses be housed in proper 
conditions, with comfortable bedrooms, 
recreation room and study, but the entire 
lop flat of the hospital would thereby he 
vacated, thus leaving a considerable number 
of. rooms, which could be converted inte 
wards for such patients as the 
thought advisable to put there. The Cownty 
Council had acted most generously, and had 
guaranteed the loan of £6,000 towards the 
cost of the home. But it must not be for- 
gotten that, over and above the bare cost 
of the buiiding, came that of equipment and 
maintenance. The number of beds for 
patients being thus increased, the annual] 
expenses must advance proportionately. 

GOLD KEY FOR DUCHESS. 

Mr. James Hunter, Lisburn, the architect. 
then presented to the Duchess af Abercorn 
a gold key, suitably inscribed, with which to 
unlock the door of the new home. 

The Duchess of Abercorn, having opened 
the door of the new building, expressed her 
very best wishes for the welfare. happiness 
and comfort of those sisters and: nurses who 
would occupy it. She felt sure, she said: 
that the new home would immensely enhance 
the splendid work carried on hy the Tvrone 
Hospital and by the nurses of that hospital 
( Applause.) 

Mr. James Campbell, proposing a vote of 
thanks to the Duchess of Abercorn, said that 
the provision of that home was the outcome 
of a visit that her grace had paid to the 
county hospital some eighteen months ago, 
when she saw the necessity for such a build. 
ing. She made the suggestion which now 
had -reached fruttion in the fine building 
which she had now declared open. He felt 
confident that in addition to having earned 
their gratitude in the pas: her grace would 
continue to earn it in the future by her 
pationage in the vears to come. (Applause. ) 

VOLUNTARY AID NECESSARY. 

Colonel J. P. Galbraith, O.B.E.. D.L.. who 
séconded the vote of thanks, said that the 
obiect of the ceremony there that day was 
to draw attention to the work of the hospital 
and to what the committee were doing to 
facilitate that work. The County Council 
had done a great deal to help them, but they 
must realise that voluntary contributions 
were necessary to enable the committee to 
meet the increasing calls that were being 
raade upon the hospital.
